dines contradictory to all Senfe and Reafon, we 
cou’d, we prefume fufficiently juftifie that Cenfure. 
In fhort they are a Peop e that have neither Creed,

HE Letters from Milan, of the 23d of 
Auguft Advife, that ic was Confirm'd from 
Genoa, that the Qguadron ef the Alien, 
ve 








have taken Water ar Vado, and receiv’d fome 
Troops on board, Sail’d for Barcelona the 14th. 
They Write from Bruffeis, Sept. 6:h, That the 
Frefheft Advices from Madrid being of the 19th of 
Augaft, they cou'd not bring a Contrmation of the 
Second Battle, which according tothe Letter of the 
Marquis de Mirabeila (Tranmired the laft Pott 
from Paris by the Neutral Minitters refiding there) 
was Fough: on the 20th near Saragoffa. That 
thefe Advices from Madrid Confirm that Count 
Staremberg had made himfelf Mafter of Mogon, 
Huefca, Sarinnena and Eitadilla, taking the Gar- 
rifons Prifoners of Wor; and that all Arragon had 
Submiued to him. The Printed Gazete of Ma- 
drid of the 1gch of Auguft, has an Accourt of an 
Action near Penalva in Arragon on the 15th. The 
Letters from the Camp of the Allies at Lilders, 
Sept. 3d. Advife that Yeiterday the Army Mar h- 
ed hither from the Camp at Viller Brulin, that to 
Morrow they wii March agen, and the Duke of 
Mariborough wil take up his Quarters at St. An- 
dre, within half a League ot Aire. Thar the fame 
Day $000 Men were Detach’d to fecure the Potts 
abou: Aire and St. Venanr, and they have an Ac- 
count already chat the Parry which went towards 
Aire have Siez’d a Poft within a League of ir, 
where were 200 Men. ‘Tis faid the Duke ot 
Mar borough and Prinde Eugene will Command 
the Actacks againft Aire, and that another Genc- 
ral will make the Siege of St Venant: The firft 
thefe Places has a Garrifon of 14 Battallions, and 
2 Regiments of Dragoons, ard in the other are 6 
Ratrallicas. The tésemies Army conunue in their 
Intrench’'d Camp. covering Arras.
